WE have completed the printing of the Annual 
Catalogue, which will now be ready as soon as 
the binder can do his part of the work. We re- 
mind possible subscribers that the price, now 
$2.50 in paper and $3 in half morocco, will be 
raised respectively to $3 and $3.50 on publication. 

The advance orders so far received would not 
in themselves justify the work, but we trust that 
they are but the advance guard of orders which 
will bring the volume at least up to the sale of 
last year. Our friends will oblige us by sending 
in these orders as speedily as possible. 

The Catalogue will be peculiarly interesting, 
from the printers’ and bibliographers’ point of 
view, because of its use of the method of separate 
electrotype blocks for each title, the same meth- 
od advocated by Professor Jewett, of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, a generation ago. After the 
completion of the work we intend to present in 
the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY an account of the 
relative trouble and cost of this method and of 
the gelatine process as compared with direct 
type-setting, for the use of future bibliographers, 
so that judgment may be formed as to the rela- 
tive availability of different methods. So far the 
indications are that the electrotype method does 
not save so much cost as was supposed. The en- 
terprise this year again has had the advantage of 
being in the hands of agentleman, Mr. A. Growoll, 
who has served his time as a practical printer, 
besides having the full bibliographical experience 
of this journal, so that the mechanical and alpha- 
beting work were in the same hands, a combina- 
tion that cannot usually be made.

the.tacking of the small blocks in their proper 
order, done by acapable electrotyping hand, but 
the result was so much inaccuracy in the placing 
of.blocks as to require the doing over of about 
half of the work.

out need for apologies, In the meantime we 
look to our friends of the trade to enable us to do 
the best that can be done under difficult circum- 
stances. 





A DESPATCH from Washington to the Commercial 
Advertiser, April 4, says as to the copyright bill: 
“The only danger which confronts the meas- 
ure now is the possibility of its not being con- 
sidered, the time of the House from now on 
being completely at the disposal of the Commit- 
tee on Rules. There is but little real opposition 
to the bill in either branch of Congress, its most 
determined enemy being Gardiner Hubbard, who, 
as a large stockholder in the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, is naturally opposed to monopolies.  Ex- 
Assemblyman Walker Howe, of New York, joined 
Dr. Edward Eggleston to-day in advocating the 
measure.” Private advices from Washington con- 
firm this despatch, the one fear being the diffi- 
culty of getting an hour for consideration. It is 
hoped to obtain a favorable vote in the Senate 
within a few days, and with that endorsement to 
attempt to bring it promptly before the House. 





A SHARP practice has lately been developed by 
so-called family story papers, of appropriating to 
their own use in illustrating their papers illustra- 
tions from some of the best books—fac-similes 
being made by process—without as much as 
asking for them. A Boston publisher lately 
stopped one of this new class of literary thieves, 
who pleaded ignorance in the matter, and sup- 


posed they could use any picture in any book 
they wished without hindrance. It will be well 
these 


for publishers to “look sharp” after 
parties, or they will find copies of many of their 
best and most expensive wood-cuts adorning the 
pages of various cheap periodicals and sometimes 
in very cheap and low company. 
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ATTENTION is called to an advertisement under 
the heading “ Books Missing,” in our “ Books 
Wanted” department. A prominent New York 
club lost the books advertised, in a mysterious 
way, from its library shelves. It takes this meth- 
od of recovering them and discovering the thief, 
being willing to make ample compensation to 
any one who may innocently have become the 
possessor of them. This has suggested to us the 
possible usefulness of such a department in pun- 
ishing and ina measure preventing book thieving, 
and we have added one of our own woes to the 
list. If second-hand dealers will kindly keep note 
of such announcements, it may ultimately be of 
service in preventing abstractions from their own 


shelves. 


IDENTIFYING BOOKS. 


THE somewhat mysterious scheme to which we 
alluded recently, which under the large name of 
“The Publishers’ and Booksellers’ Protective 
Asséciation,” announced a patented method of 
curing many trade evils, consists, as we then pre- 
sumed, in a method of identifying individual 
copies of books, so that an owner or publisher 
may trace any copy beyond possibility of mis- 
take. The plan has been patented in the United 
States, Great Britain, and Canada, within the 
present year, by its inventor, Mr. Jas. Moore 
3eers, who had had considerable experience in 
the subscription-book trade in connection with H. 


J. Johnson & Co., with whom is associated Mr. | 


H. Fenno, a journalist and subscription-book 
publisher of Baltimore, in promoting the plan.

The identi- 
fying label is pasted into the permanent binding 
at the back, the visible stamp either standing out 
from it or being separately pasted in any other 
part of the book. The visible stamp can of 
course be removed by aiiy one desiring to con- 
ceal the identity of a book, but the identifying 
label can be found and disposed of only by 
tearing up the binding. While he scope of this 
scheme has been writ very large in the prospec- 
tuses of it and in announcements in the daily 
press, it does afford an ingenious method of 
identifying copies which may be of much service 
to subscription-book publishers who make “‘ iron- 
clad” contracts with their agents, and possibly to 
publishers in general, as a precaution against 
fraudulent buyers who get stock for the purpose 
of disposing of it as best they can. The “ Asso- 
ciation” is, however, a private enterprise, and not 
a combination of publishers, as announced in the 
daily press, and its name is to that extent mis- 
leading. We understand, however, that Messrs.

OBITUARY. 
MRS. LUCY MYERS MITCHELL. 





Mrs. MITCHELL, who died in Berlin, March 10, 
was born in Persia, where her father, Rev. Dr. 
Austin H. Wright was a missionary. She was 
educated in the United States, graduating from 
Mt. Holyoke Seminary. In 1867 she was mar- 
ried to Mr. Samuel S. Mitchell, the artist. 
Her interest in classical archeology was 
aroused in Leipzig in 1872, and she studied in 
Rome, Berlin, and London. The outcome of 
these studies was her ‘‘ History of Ancient Sculp- 
ture” (Dodd, Mead & Co.), in recognition of 
which she was elected a member of the Imperial 
Archeological Institute of Germany, a distinc- 
tion granted to but one other woman. Mrs. 
Mitchell was collecting material for a work on 
Greek vases when she died. The Century Mag-

JAMES HOGG. 


JamMEs Hocc, who died on March 14 at his 
son’s residence in England, was a native of 
Scotland, born March 26, 1806. He was ap- 
prenticed to James Muirhead, printer, and after- 


| wards engaged successively with Mr. Abernethy, 


the original printer of the Scotsman, Murray & 
Cochrane, printers of the Edinburgh Review, and 
Andrew Balfour, one of the largest book printers 


| in Edinburgh, and then started business for him- 


self. In 1845 Mr. Hogg started the /zstructor, 
which lived fifteen years and had many noted 
Mr. Hogg’s imprint is on the 
works of Rev. George Gilfillan, the earlier works 
of Dr. Peter Bayne, De Quincey’s collected 
works, and on several series of very successful 
juvenile books. Lendon Society was also for 
years published by Hogg & Sons. For nearly 
twenty-five years Mr. Hogg suffered from an af- 
fection of the eyes and was latterly almost blind.
